It 
was agreed that this group to coordinate within the intelligence 
community would be informal. I indicated my willingness to 
discuss our research with other intelligence groups, provided 
their interests were real and not merely curious, and that 
this would be don© on an individual basis only, I would not 
agree to disseminating our R&D reports or findings on a regular 
basis, I had nothing to offer with respect to advice to the 
General Counsel. No further actions are planned and no further 
meetings were scheduled. 


3. Dr. Davis, who is a very competent methematician and 
very cooperative, appears to be in a coordinating role within 
DGD which is appropriate. She very much wishes to have our 
R&D efforts made available to DOD # X am not willing, however, 
to be embroiled in endless committee meetings but would prefer 
to use my judgment as to what information we pass to appropriate 
groups on a case by case basis.
